On the 
America’s enormous prosperity is a thing 
of the past ; her present is full of problems 
and she faces a doubtful future. England 
bore her gravest trials with a quiet and 
unwavering confidence. “Since America’s 
troubles began her mood has varied 
between unreasoning optimism. and un- 
reasoning panic. In Great Britain’s 
darkest hours her Governments won ready 
obedience and kept full control of national 
affairs. In the United States Governments 
are in constant war with powerful 
““interests,” and are judged on material, 
rather than on moral, issues. It becomes 
increasingly clear that the Republic’s 
future hangs on the outcome of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s present experiment ; but it is 
hardly less clear that the prospects are 
impaired by many jealousies and dissen- 
sions. The recovery plan has provoked 
a bitter conflict between capital and 
labour. There is no feeling of assur- 
ance that the plan’s ‘success—if it 
succeeds—will banish the corruptions of 
public business. No instinct of national 
unity, such as inspired the British 
recovery, inspires this American move- 
ment. 

We must seek the real cause of the 
two countries’ different fortunes not in 
their methods of finance and trade—not in 
tariffs or in the vagaries of the world’s 
exchanges—but in fundamental differences 
of character. America’s crowding problems 
have their roots, as her wisest citizens 
confess, in her national selfishness and 
her low standards of public morality. 
Most of her thoughts and nearly all her 
actions have been governed by the dollar 
complex. In the United States money 
spells success, poverty is a crime, and life 
is a tragedy for the under-dog. This 
instinct is revealed in capital’s treatment 
of labour and in the long-stored resent- 
ment with which labour, arrogant in its 
new sense of power, now begins to retaliate 
on capital. In England the shocks of 
economic revolution crashed upon a people 
which was rooted deeply in a sound 
national morality. The dangers threatened 
by financial loss and by the sudden growth 
of unemployment were averted by the 
country’s profound respect for 
Capital and labour have their quarrels in 
England, as in all “countries, but a 
common sense of citizenship and of human 
brotherhood never permits them to reach 
extremes. The English spirit, too, is in- 
formed with a genuine idealism. Often 
this idealism goes too far, as in the cases 
of disarmament and of India, but, 
consciously or unconsciously, it is the 
essence of Britain’s domestic and inter- 
national outlooks. 

To-day England, tested by fire and nobly 
emergent, enjoys the respect of nearly all 
nations. There is, of course, the curious 
exception of the Irish Free State under its 
present Government. For Mr. de Valera 
England is a tyrant, incapable of a decent 
thought, who continues to direct against 
this innocent and hapless island a policy 
that is a medieval mixture of Machiavel- 
lianism and Gothic ferocity. Is Mr. de 
Valera alone right, and is the whole world 
wrong? Of Mr. de Valera is 
utterly and, for his country, disastrously 
in the wrong. The truth is put simply 
and forcibly in the letter which we print 
to-day from Lieutenant-Colonel MacCabe. 
Mr. de Valera lives in the days of Strong- 
bow, and it is true that then, and in later 
centuries, England was a cruel and selfish 
conqueror.

She 
could recapture her only market, could 
regain Britain’s good-will and help, and 
could enter into the joint ownership of 
half the world, with all its boundless 
opportunities for her children’s genius. 
Between that destiny and Mr. de Valera’s 
twenty-six county republic the Free State 
must make her choice quickly, and she 
must make it whole-heartedly ; there can 
be no question of facing both ways. 


Labour’s Two Voices. 


At the Irish Labour Party’s Convention 
in Dublin yesterday Mr. William Dobbie, 
M.P., represented the British Labour 
Party as “a fraternal delegate.’’ Mr. 
Dobbie made a speech, in the course of | 
which he congratulated the Labour Party 
in Dáil Eireann on the “ unrivalled in- 
fluence ” which it exerted on the Free 
State Government. His presence at the 
Labour Party’s Convention throws into 
high relief the anomalous position into 
which organised Labour in the Irish Free 
State has allowed itself to be manceuvred. 
Most of the big trade unions in the Free 
State are merely offshoots of parent 
bodies in Great Britain. The National 
Union of Railwaymen, of which Mr. 
Dobbie is the chairman, is a case in point. 
If Free State workers go on strike, they 
depend on the British unions to ‘support 
them financially ; and, if there is a strike 
in England, the Irish members are 
required to pay a levy. There is the 
closest possible co-operation between 
London and Dublin in all Labour matters. 
When Mr. Dobbie congratulated Mr. 
Norton on his ‘unrivalled influence ”’ 
over Mr. de Valera, did he consider 
the way in which that influence was 
being exerted? In Dáil Eireann Mr 
Norton is a wholehearted ally of 
the Government. Throughout the life- 
time of the present Parliament he 
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Labour Party ought to sever all 
connection with the British unions as a 
proof of its loyalty to Mr. de Valera. 
From the outset the Labour members in 
Dáil ireann have given their full 
support to Mr. de Valera in his campaign 
against Great Britain. They have approved 
of all the preposterous tariffs, which, if 
they injure anybody in Great Britain, must 
injure the working-classes most severely. 
The Labour Party in the Free State is 
primarily responsible for the continuance 
of the economic war. With its “un 
rivalled influence ” over the Government, 
it could bring about a settlement with 
Great Britain to-morrow, if it only had 
the courage and the imagination to assert 
itself. It has preferred, however, to sell 
its birthright for a mess of pottage. 


Pork and Partition. 


There seems to be no limit to the 
absurdities that are being created by the 
partition of Ireland. The latest case is 
that of pork. Pig-farmers in the Six 
Counties have been in a bad way recently, 
and a Northern Pig Marketing Board has 
been established with a view to the im- 
provement of their condition. It seems, 
however, that the situation is going from 
bad to worse, and that one of the reasons 
| is to be found in the Free State. At the 
Dungannon pig market on Thursday one 
hundred carcases remained unsold. No 
buyers were present from Belfast, London- 
derry or Portadown, and the fair was 
virtually a fiasco. According to the local 
pig-breeders, the Northern buyers are boy- 
cotting their own fairs because they can 
do far better business by purchases in the 
Free State. At the last Monaghan fair six 
hundred and nine carcases were bought by 
Northern dealers at a price of 48s. and 50s. 
a hundredweight. They paid 7s. a 
hundredweight in duty when they took the 
pigs across the border, but received 12s. a 
hundredweight in bounty from the Free 
State Government. Consequently, having 
made the necessary deductions for haulage 
and motor tax, the buyers were able to 
deliver the carcases in Belfast at 44s. 10$d. 
a hundredweight, as against the fixed 
price of 58s. 6d. in Northern Ireland. 
Manifestly such a condition of affairs can- 
not be allowed to continue, as it very soon 
would drive all the Northern pig-breeders 
out of business. It serves a useful purpose, 
however, inasmuch as it illustrates in vivid 
fashion the essential fatuity of the border 
and all its works. Of course, the situation 
is complicated by the added absurdities of 
the bounty system which has been insti- 
tuted in the Free State. Every nation is 
doing preposterous things, but Mr. de 
Valera has managed to go at least one 
better than anybody else. 


Assytians in lraq. 


It may be that an end of the recent 
“ Assyrian affair,” which came to a tragic 
head some two months ago, will be 
achieved very. shortly. As our readers 
will remember, a band of Assyrian 
Christians, declaring that they could 
not live under the Government of 
Iraq, left their homes and crossed 
the Tigris in search of new quarters. 
They were turned back from French 
Syria, but found their passage home 
to Iraq blocked, and were compelled 
to cut a way for themselves through the 
Iraqi soldiers. Soon afterwards rumours 
of atrocities and a widespread massacre 
of Assyrians—many of whom had no part 
or parcel in the hegira—reached Europe. 
The League of Nations, normally slow to 
move, was stirred to action. Its Council 
has heard both sides of the case, and the 
Government of Iraq, while pleading that 
the migration of the Assyrians and their 
previous discontent amounted to a re- 
bellion, admitted that regrettable excesses 
had occurred in Iraq’s handling of the 
affair. The Council condemned these 
excesses, but added that the Assyrians 
were not free from blame. Now Geneva is 
trying to find a new home for that remnant 
of the Assyrians which does not wish to 
remain in Iraq, The Government of Iraq 
h:s promised to give all the help in its 
power, and Nuri Pasha, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has flown to Paris, in 
order to discuss with the French Govern- 
ment the possibility of a settlement of the 
Assyrians, who number some two thousand, 
in French Syria. France has not yet given 
a definite answer, but she is said to be 
favourable to the suggestion. All who 
have a feeling for the romance of history 
will hope that these few survivors of a 
once mighty race will find a sanctuary.

The previous 
limit was 150 franes. This change is ex. 
pected to yield about twelve million francs. 
Another change is a fivefold increase of 
entrepédt (now 3.60 per 100 kilograms), 
and a tax on indirect shipments, which is 
expected to show an increased yield of 
thirty million francs. Another new tax is 
fifty francs for every prolongation of 
Customs documents concerning temporary 
suspension of duty and tax payments. The 
attention of the Britis: Government will 
be called to these increased charges as soon 
as is possible. 


The Franc.

English Labour and Russia. 


When the Labour leaders begin to talk 
of their schemes they often propound 
some curious and fantastic policies, which, 
if followed to a logical conclusion, would 
mean that the whole world would he 
placed in an even worse condition than 


that prevailing in Russia. Mr. Georze 
Lansbury’s broadcast last night, while 
pathetic enough, failed to convince 


because of the extreme nature of the ideas 
propounded. Miss Jennie Lee, a former 
Labour member of Parliament, writing in 
the New Leader, threatens stern opposition 
by the Independent Labour Party to “ anv 
war that Churchills, Chamberlains anid 
the rest may seek to commit us to.” On 
the same page of the paper, in reference 
to Japan’s alleged provocations of Ruissia, 
it is declared that ‘‘ any attack on Russia 
must be met by every form of resistance 
at our command.” This plainly means 
that the British workers are to march for 
Soviet Russia and for nobody else. 


Re-housing in London. 


While no decision has yet been taken, 
| it is probable that a great proportion of 
the quarter of a million of London slum- 
dwellers who will be affected by the re- 
housing schemes will be offered new 
accommodation in nine-storey or ten- 
storey flats, which will be provided with 
lifts. The great scheme, to be inaugu- 
rated by the London County Council, will 
cost about thirty-five millions, and will 
take ten or more years to complete. It is 
thought that there is no way of getting 
over the problem of re-housing without 
the use of lofty blocks of flats, and even 
with these it will not be possible to a‘ sorb 
all the people who will be displaced, since 
quite 50 per cent. will be compelled to 
move to new districts. Definite arrange- 
mentg may be made during the next 
month to begin operations in South 
London, and these will affect about thirty 
thousand people.

EN a statement issued yesterday evening 

Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture in 
the Free State, complains that ‘‘ mislead- 
ing information '. was published in the 
newspapers concerning the conference 
‘which he had at Ely place, Dublin, on 
Thursday with grain merchants regarding 
the disposal of the surplus grain stocks 
at present in the Free State. 

The Minister does not, however, particu- 
lafise the misstatements to which he 
refers, The official memorandum asserts 
that ‘‘ the scheme was not rejected by the 
merchants.’’ If this is Dr. Ryan’s opinion, 
it certainly was not shared by a number 
of influential merchants, who did not hesi- 
tate to state their views as they left the 
conference. 


THE STATEMENT. 


The Minister's statement is as follows: 
‘The Minister for Agriculture assured 
the grain merchants that the schemes 
which the Government had in contem- 
plation for the utilisation of the 
surplus oats, both from last year’s 
and the new season’s crops, would 
absorb the whole of those surpluses 
“during the ensuing ten months, but 
that the procéss would naturally be so 
gradual as not to afford any imme- 
diate stimulus to the price which at 
present was at an unremunerative 
level. 
‘“ He accordingly proposed that the grain 
merchants should go into the market 
forthwith, and purchase all the best 
white oats (bushelling 40lb, or over) 
offered to them, and paying the 
grower therefor at the rate of 9s. per 
barrel delivered at the merchant's 
store. The Government on their part, 
while satisfied that all the oats so 
bought would meanwhile have passed 
into consumption, would guarantee 
the merchants against loss by under- 
taking that, in the event of any of the 
oats so purchased being left on their 
hands unsold in June next, such oats 
would be re-purchased by the Govern- 
ment at a price that would secure the 
merchants against loss—namely, at 
10s. 6d. per barrel. 
“The scheme was not rejected by the 
merchants, as stated. A request was 
made that the purchase price in June 
next should be something over 11s. per 
barrel, but the Minister informed the 
meeting that while he would, as re- 
quested, place the suggestion before 
the Executive Council, he could not 
recommend it.

“THE FIST OF THE 
REICH.” 
OUTBURST AT MASS 
COMMUNIST TRIAL.

BERLIN, Friday. 

A remarkable outburst by the. Public 
Prosecutor was a feature of to-day’s trial 
here of the fifty-three Communists, in- 
clading three women, who are accused of 
having taken part in an attack on a Nazi 
torchlight procession on January 30th. 

After one of the accused persons had 
been cross-examined, the Public Prosecutor 
sprang up and complained that some of 
the prisoners seemed to feel very comfort- 
able in court, and did not realise the 
seriousness of the situation. 

“The times are past,” he declared, 
“when anyone in court can openly pro- 
claim his Bolshev'sm. Woe to those who 
leave this court with the stain that they 
are still secret and obstinate Bolsheviks ; 
for the fist of the Third Reich is over 
them.”

EMBARRASSMENTS FOR 
PROSECUTION. 


From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Friday. 


HE startling admission by Count Hell- 
dorf, the Nazi ‘storm ‘troop’”’ 
leader and present Police .4’resident of 
Potsdam, who said that he had given 
orders to arrest the Communist and 
Socialist leaders as early as 11 o’clock on 
the night of the Reichstag fire, entirely 
on his own responsibility, made the 
‘‘ sensation ” of an interesting session at 
to-day’s Reichstag fire trial. 
A good deal of astonishmet was also 
caused by Count Helldorf’s answer to the 
question of Dimitroff, one of the accused 
Bulgarian Communists, as to what reasons 
h» had for thinking that the Communists 
and Social Democrats were the in- 
cendiaries. 


WHY MARXISTS BLAMED. 


‘‘In our opinion,” answered the Pots- 
dam Police President, after some hesi- 
tation, ‘‘ criminal elements in the State 
are in general Marxists. After the Reichs- 
tag had been set on fire by criminals I 
did not doubt that the guilty ones were 
to be sought in the ranks of the Marxists 
in general.” 

Count Helldorf’s evidence was backed by 
that of two uniformed ‘‘ storm troopers.’’ 
Lieutenant Schulz testified that he had 
been in Munich on the 27th February— 
the day of the fire—and on the day before. 
When asked for details of his movements, 
he referred repeatedly to his wife’s diary. 

Dr. Sack, counsel for Torgler, said: 
“ The Brown Book says that the ‘ vehmic ’ 
murderer Heines had charge of the in- 
cendiarism, while his help was the 
‘Vehmic’ murderer Schulz.’’ Is this 
true ?—No. 

Further discomfiture of the enginecr 
Bogun, another witness, was caused by 
his recall to-day in an attempt to identify 
Popoff’s dark blue suit as the “ steel grey ”’ 
one which Bogun had said that the man 
he saw slipping out of the Reichstag was 
wearing. 


POLICE REPORT MUDDLED. 


Dimitroff had a good deal of amusement 
with this witness. ‘‘The witness is an 
engineer,” said the Bulgarian sarcastically.

Herr Ahrens, former fire expert for the 
City of Berlin, denied having been the 
source of the ‘‘ false information ’’ appear- 
ing in the foreign Press about the remarks 
supposed to have been made by Herr 
Gemml, the officer of the Berlin Fire 
Brigade, who was quoted in the “ Brown 
Book ” as having said that Goering had 
ordered him to postpone giving the 
general fire alarm. 

He said that Herr Gemml] had not made 
those remarks, which were categorically 
denied by the latter at a recent session of 
the trial.

The motion of Senator Counihan will 
afford an opportunity for reviewing the 
situation, and the intention, no doubt. is 
to induce the Government to indicate what 
steps, if any, it proposes to take with a 
view to a settlement of the dispute with 
Britain, and thus removing the tariffs 
against Free State produce going into 
Britain, which are bearing so heavily on 
the agricultural industry.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. - 


The following explanatory statement was 
issued by the Department for Industry 
and Commerce last night :— 

“The imposition of an additional duty 
of 20 per cent. ad valorem on women’s 
coats, wraps, costumes and dresses and 
wearing apparel of fur is necessitated by 
the accumulation of stocks with the 
Saorstat manufacturers, which must be 
disposed of before further production can 
be undertaken, and to preserve existing 
employment. This accumulation of stocks 
is due partly to the late opening of 
seasonal buying, and partly to the fact 
that the buyers of many retail houses 
persist in placing orders abroad for goods 
which can be supplied equally satis- 
factorily, and frequently at lower prices, 
by Saorstat firms. 

“There are now about twenty firms in 
the Saorstat engaged in the manufacture 
of women’s outer garments, and until quite 
recently production has been rapidly in- 
creasing to the point at which all the 
requirements of the Saorstat in these goods 
could be supplied from home sources. The 
variety and quality of the goods produced 
by many of the home firms. is excellent, 
and prices compare favourably with those 
for imported products. In these circum- 
stances there is no occasion for continued 
importations, and the additional tariff has 
been imposed to divert orders to home 
sources of supply.”’ -

THE WHITE PAPER. 


The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on the White Paper on disarmament, 
issued last night, says:—Herr Hitler, 
while reiterating the German demand for 
immediate equality of status, has also been 
at pains more than oncé to emphasise 
Germany’s pacific intentions and his readi- 
ness to co-operate with the rest of the 
world. It is difficult to reconcile these 
declarations either with the abrupt with- 
drawal from the Conference, with the 
secession from the League that has now 
been officially notified, or with much that 
has been said and done—and is still said 
and done—within the German borders. 
They are pronouncements of an emphatic 
character, which appear to invite the tes?. 
of their sincerity and significance. 

Mr. Henderson, when he acknowledged 
the telegram announcing Germany s with- 
drawal, replied expressing his regret that 
this grave decision should have been taken 
‘for reasons which I cannot accept as 
valid.’”” Whatever else remains contro- 
versial, that is the view of the main issue 
taken with almost complete unanimity in 
this country, where, however, the tendency 
is not to dwell unduly on the mischief 
which has been done, but rather to concen- 
trate on the possibility of repairing it. 
Public opinion has generally preferred to 
look beyond. the recriminations inevitably 
inaugurated by the German step. Both 
the Bureau. and the General Commission 
of the Conference are due to meet early 
next week. It is too much to hope that 
they will be able to achieve any positive 
result, but it is not too much to hope that 
their proceedings may result in a fresh 
effort to reach agreement by consultation 
and co-operation between the principal 
Governments. There is no need to rush 
matters or to take hasty decisions. There 
is no danger that the present interruption 
of the work of the Conference will lead to 
any immediate catastrophe. But, if there 
need be no hurry, it is at least equall+ 
important that there should b> no delay 
in picking up the broken threads.

PRICE ON HEAD OF 
REBEL PRINCE. 


HUNDREDS KILLED IN 
SIAMESE CIVIL WAR. 


- 


A desperate rebellion has been waged 
in the Kingdom of Siam during the past 
week, judging. by fragmentary ‘reports 
i that have filtered through the censorship 
j and reached Keuter’s. 

The revolt, which began with the 
seizure of the military aerodrome by two 
regiments of provincial troops and their 
advance right into the suburbs of the 
capital, Bangkok, itself, has cost hun- 
dreds of lives. A Singapore message says 
that the revolt collapsed two days ago, 
and that rail and telegraphic communica- 
tions have now been restored. 

A report from Bangkok, dated Wednes- 
day, but delayed, discloses that the rebel 
movement had by that time been confined 
to one province, and could not last much 
longer. As the. rebels retreated they 
blew up railway and other bridges, and 
before they evacuated Donmaung, where 
the revolt originated, they poisoned the 
water supply. As the insurgents were 
driven back Government engineers began. 
rebuilding the bridges.

cian for many years. The mantle had fallen 
upon him from his great predecessor, and 
with it had been handed on the torch which 
Sir John had kept steadily burning down the 
years. This presentation was a token of 
remembrance of the respect and affection 
deep down in the hearts of all of them, his 
colleagues, and every man, woman, and even 
every little child, who had come in contact 
with him in that hospital. Sir John had 
been an example to them in many things—in 
ethics, for which he set himself a rigid 
standard, in punctuality, in unflinching 
energy and devotion to duty, and, above all, 
for his. courtesy—for all those things that go 
to make, not only a great doctor, but a great 
gentleman. 

Amidst applause from a gathering that 
crowded the lecture room, Dr. Boxwell then 
made the presentation. He pointed out that 
at the top of the salver was a motto :— 
‘Fortis cadere cedere non potest” (a brave 
man may fall, but he will never give up)—the 
motto of the Moore family—Sir John had 
never fallen and had never given in. Ver 
few men had lived up to the motto as he had. 
At the foot of the salver was the inscription: 
‘“Haigit monumentum are perennius”’ 
(He has raised a monument more lasting than 
l'ronze), and, added Dr. Boxwell, a memory 
more precious than silver or even fine gold. 
Sir John W. Moore returned thanks, and 
said he was overwhelmed by this presenta- 
tion, which he accepted as a token of the 
lasting friendship between himself and his 
colleagues on the staff, and successive genera- 
tions of medical students of the hospital. 
I am fond of the Meath Hospital, he said.

SURGICAL PROGRESS, 

In the course of a paper on “ The Last 
Dozen Years and the Next,” Mr. T. J. D. 
Lane, Surgeon to tie Hospital, outlined the 
progress that had been made in the surgical 
wards and X-ray department. He first paid a 
tribute to the memory of the late Sir Lambert 
Ormsby, the late Mr. Lane Joynt, and the kite 
Sir William. Taylor. When the art of 
anaesthesia came to be be written, to Sir 
Lamhert Ormsby would be assigned credit for 
having first devised the closed method of 
administering ether. Many among them would 
never forget the pleasure of knowing and 
working with ‘‘the ever-generous, ingenious, 
and almost omniscient Lane Joynt.” Sir 
William ‘Taylor he described as Ireland’s 
foremost abdominal surgeon, the splendour of 
whose technique was only equalled by his 
utter honesty of character. heir influence 
would survive and remain an inspiration and 
guide. 

Proceeding, the lecturer said that in the 


last twelve years there had been a consider- 


able alteration in the character of the work. in 
the surgical wards, and, as an instance, he 
contrasted the treatment of fractures. Ten 
years ago, ether or a whiff of gas were the 
only anesthesia employed in fracture surgery. 
To-day they had almost daily evidence of 
the astonishing success of local anesthesia 
and the low spinal. He also referred to the 
modern injection method of treating varicose 
veins, and to the change in treatment of other 
cases, which threw extra work on the nursing 
staff. He found it hard to believe that other 
than Trish nusres could have seen this change 
without denianding an increase in personne/, 
During the British Medical Association meet- 
ig, a well-known surgeon from one of the 
best-run hospitals in England assured him 
that his nurses had failed to attain anything 
like as high a standard of efficiency, and a 
well-known American orthopedic surgeon 
made the most flattering remarks about the 
excellent fracture nursing he saw in the 
hospital. 

Referring to the next dozen years, Mr 
Lane said that a Commission was about te 
investigate the hospital problem in Ireland. 
There were millions of pounds awaiting dis- 
tribution in the coffers of the Hospitals’ 
Trust. 

While the future of medicine remains an 
unwritten page, no one can dogmatise about 
the hospital of the future, not even its cost 
of maintenance, said Mr. Lane. One thing 
alone is certain, that the suecessfrl working 
of the bospitals of to-morrow will depend on 
the efficiency of their personnel, just as it 
does to-day. The importance of the human 
element cannot be exaggerated. I believe 
that whether we will have research done in 
Ireland or not depends not on money or equip- 
ment, or on the existence of a splendid insti- 
tute, but on whether or not we have born 
among us people with research minds. Genius 
is born, not made. In hospital work a cenius 
would prohably prove uncomfortable, if not 
danverous, but the best brains and the gentlest 
hands are seriously handicanped, even in the 
best furnished hospital, if the system is poor 
and the assistance inadequate. I am con- 
fident that our Commission will not forget 
that while bricks cannot: be made without 
clay, a man must mould the clay. 

In conclusion, he said that, as the last 
twelve years had been years of progress, so 
he expected the next twelve vears would see 
surgery in a still better position to help man- 
kind. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the lec- 
turer, on the motion of Mr. H. Stokes, and 
the meeting closed with a vote of thanks to 
Sir William Smyly for presiding.

MR. BELTON, T.D., ON THE

MANORHAMILTON, Friday. 
Speaking at a meeting at Manorhamilton 
last night, Mr. Belton, T.D., said it was 
an age of successful cant and hypocrisy. At 
Enniscorthy Mr, de Valera made a speech, 
and the burthen of his address was majority 
rule. No sane man could ever accuse Mr. de 
Valera of having paid homage to majority 
rule. In 1923 he had gone out in arms 
against the decision- of the majority of: the 
people. The Four Courts and other public 
buildings were blown up and bridges were 
destroyed. Mr. de Fo ha had sworn he 


was threatening fire and brimstone and the 
Coercion Act in support of it. That must 
mean that he would take out the firing squad 
to force obedience to the very law that he 
went out in arms to break. He was elected 
because of his promises, and not one of his 
promises had been kept. 

Through the tariffs the farmers were paying 
more than the former annuities. While 
putting the Coercion Act in force, Mr. de 
Valera was blaming the former Government 
for enacting it. If any man wanted a 
dictatorship, that man was Mr. de Valera, 
and, in effect, Fiarna Fail was a dictatorship. 
The A.C.A. was formed to deal with the 
hoboes who broke up meetings. If the 
U.LP. had a free. platform to put their case 
before the people there would be no doubt 
of the decision. It did not matter what pro- 
nouncement Dr. Ryan made. He was 
governed by economic facts.

WORKERS DEMAND 
RESTORATION OF WAGES. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


. LURGAN, Friday. & 
A largely attended meeting of weavers and 
workers connected with the linen trade was 
held in the Textile Hall, Lurgan, to hear a 
report of the negotiations with the Power 
Loom Manufacturers’ Association and the 
representatives of the workers in regard to 
the latters’ applicat.on for a 10 = cent. 
increas2 in wages, to make "“ for the deduc- 
tion in March, 1931. Mr. T. Stewart pre- 
sided, and stated that the manufacturers 
alleged that prices were unremunerative; 
that three factor:es had closed down since 
the last wages revision, in 1031; that the 
cost of living had gone down by nine points, 
and, further, that the outlook in the U.S.A. 
market was never more uncertain. 

This question affects at least 1,000 workers 
in Lurgan alone. 
Mr. Robert McClurg, distriet organiser, 
seid that the employers had the advantage 
of reduced prices in bleaching, dyeing and 
finishing; they had also the advantages of 
the abnormal importations (Castoms Duties) 
Acts since 1931; and since April, 1932, they 
had had the benefit of the Importation 
Duties. Act, which meant an increase in im- 
ports of from 10 to 20 per cent., and, in the 
case of embroidered goods, 30 per cent., as 
from June, 1933. It was stated in the Press 
that, in comparison with the British (Trade 
Board) rates, the weavers and -kindred 
workers in Northern Ireland, numbering 
about 18,000, were being paid on an average 
5s. per week less than in Great Britain. The 
Northern Ireland employers had also tke 
benefit of the De-rating Act, and consider- 
able reductions in freight charges on the 
railway for industrial coal, linens, yarns and 
other commodities. 

The meeting decided unanimously to press 
for a restoration of the 10 per cent. deduc- 
tion. :

He said that he would not deal with recent 
happenings at Geneva or with the hysterical 
outbursts heard over the wireless on Satur- 
day. He proposed to take the world as it is, 
and not as it may be at some future date. 
It was often said that armaments were the 
cause of war. They were not. They were 
merely its instruments. It would be as 
reasonable to say that the bonnet of a motor 
car was the cause of accidents. 

If we want to abolish war, he observed, 
it is the spirit of the rations that we must

‘deal with. . Reduction of armaments will then 


inevitably follow. Ther> is only one way in 
which armaments are the cause of war—when 
armaments are inadequate, as they thus 
tempt other nations to attack. 

Since the Great War, he said, we had 
scrapped one and a half million tons of naval 
vessels. We had seriously reduced our Army 
and the Air Force, which in 1919 was easily 
the strongest in the world. At the same time 
we had added to our responsibility under tlie 
Treaty of Locarno ky accepting mandates 
under the League of Nations Since 1919 
our Army had been called upon no fewer than 
sixteen times to restore orde: in China, India, 
Egypt, and elsewhere.

IRISH MANUSCRIPTS IN 
MARSH'S LIBRARY.

The following communication has been 
received by the i) Fwarreh of Marsh’s Library 
from the Rev. L. O’Brien, O.F.M., of Lou- 
vain. Father O’Brien is himself engaged as 
editor upon the forthcoming publiertion to 
which he refers. 

The Irish Franciscans are preparing for 
edition in their Analecta Franciscana Hiber- 
nica, a volume devoted to the grammatical! 
anc. prosodia‘al tracts composed, in the course 
of the XVIIth century, bv the Irish friars 
of Louvain. The friars had formed a pro- 
ject of producing an elaborate dictionary 
and grammar of the Irish language, and a 


number of friars were collalorating in the 
task, among them Florence Gray, Baothg!- 
alach MacAodhagain, Tuileagna 0 Maol- 


conaire, Francis O Molloy, Richard Plunket, 
and Francis Walsh. Bonaventure 
OhEoghasa, who inaugurated the work, 
died in 1614 

A great many circumstances prevented. the 
completion of this scheme. Brother Michael 
O Cleiigh published his short  lexicor 
(Focloir no Sanasan nua) in Louvain in 
1643. Father Francis O Molloy printed a 
Grammatica Latino-Hibernica in Rome in 
1677. O Molloy was not, however, the sole 
author of this grammar ard prosody: he 
used and amplified the works of his pre- 
decessors. here are a great many manu: 
script copies of grammars and prosodies ex- 
tant purport ng to have emanated from the 
Franciscan college in Louvain (notably the 
British Museum human 1: 3, Ey. 192, Add 
18, 951: Royal Irish Academy 3.B.30, 23 ‘ 
34, 23 1 13, Stowe A IV 2; Trinity Collece 
D 435, H 415, H 4 24, B 4 29, H 67, and 
still others). Of these manuscripts by far 
the most important is Z3.5.3 in Marsh s 
Library, transcribed in Loúvaih in Decem- 
ber, 1634, by Father Antnony = Haly.
